When asked whether he did not 
fear that the young woman might 
be killed by the poison, LaForce 
explained that he knew she did 
not drink cold liquids. 


The young wife, who is expect- 
ing a baby, said she had no idea 
of LaForce’s infatuation for her. 
She said they were childhood 
sweethearts. 

She said she regarded him as a 
friend and had kissed him “buf 
that was all.” “When we grew up 
we were never more than just 
friends,” she added. 


La Force Said his love for her 
never wavered. Officers quoted 
him as saying he thought his only 
chance was “to get Bob out of 
the way.” 

They said he admitted trying

“We do not minimize the diffi- 
culties confronted by those who 
have undertaken this great proj- 
ect, but we believe that there is 
a responsible determination to 
bring the project to a completion.’

The Supreme -Court teday upheld 
the constitutionality of the con- 
troversiaf 1951 Illinois tax on 
trucks and busses. 


Justice Douglas delivered the 
court's 6 to 2 decision in which 
Chief Justice Vinson and Justices 
Reed, Black, Minton and Burton 
concurred. J Frankfurter 
and Jackson dissented. Justice 
Clark did not participate. 

The tax, which is now in effect, 
affects owners of about 347,000 
vehicles.

Yalta Pact’s Secret Part Scrapped 


London Said to Oppose

LONDON, Feb. 9 (AP)—The 
United States has told Britaif# it 
favors scrapping the secret war- 
time pact ceding Japan’s Kurile 
Islands and South Sakhalin to

Britain was reported against 
the move although ready to ~

In response to a British inquiry 
during a conference here last 
week, American, Secretary of 
State John Foster Dulles made 
his government's view known. He 
reportedly explained President 
Eisenihower was referring indi- 
rectly to a part of the Yalta 
agreement when he said in his 
State of the Union speech Feb; 2 
the United States would not rec- 
ognize secret understandings per- 
mitting the “enslavement” of 
any peoples. 

A section of the Yalta pact kept 
secret at the time promised that 
Russia would get back the Ku- 
riles and South Sakhalin when 
peace was made with Japan. Rus- 
sia occupied the islannds at the 
end of the war. They had be- 
longed to Russia before the Ja- 
pamese-Russian war at the turn 
of the century. 

The view of the Foreign Office 
is that the intended American 
act of repudiation is . academic 
at this time. For one thing, the 
informants said, Russia controls 
the islands in fact and in law. 
For another. thing, any one-sided 
repudiation of an international 
agreement by a. major Western 
power would establish a bad pre- 
cedent which the Russians could 
too easily emulate in the case, 
say, of Berlin. 


The informants: said Britain 
considered the position of Shiko- 
tin and Habbomai islands to be 
doubtful because it is not clear 
whether they belong 
Kurile group. They are shown 
on some maps to be within the 
group. On others they are shown 
outside. 

The Foreign Office refused to 
comment today on Tokyo re- 
ports saying the United States is 
“favorably” considering a Jap- 
anese request for the non-mili- 
tary administration of Okinawa, 
and the Bonin and other islands 
in the Pacific under American 
occupation. Officials “presumed” 
Britain would’ be consulted if the 
Japanese request involves an 
Amendment to the peace treaty.

At Duong-Dong’ the Chinese 
have their larger camp—18,000 
soldiers plus 2000 civilians.

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Silence on Point IV 


Conspicuous by its omission from the outlines 
of foreign policy so far sketched by President 
Eisenhower and Secretary of State Dulles is 
any mention of the Point IV program of techni- 
cal assistance to underdeveloped areas, 

Perhaps the new Administration considers 
Point IV too closely identified with its predeces- 
sors in office. Perhaps the program should be 
rechristened Point VII, or TAUA, or something 
else. Whatever it is called, the program deserves 
to survive, especially in an Administration which 
proclaims itself as berit on fashioning “positive” 
policies overseas. Because Point IV concerns 
itself with longer-range goals than merely coun- 
tering Soviet moves, it is about as positive a 
policy as this country could adopt. 

The New York Times recently called upon its 
overseas correspondents to compile a most val- 
uable record, on the spot, of accomplishments 
under Point IV. Here are some of the things that 
have been done in a little more than two years: 

Ecuador: The all-important potato crop has 
been: increased sixfold. 

Peru: The city of Chimbote, once a pesthole of 
malaria, has been almost completely freed of 
the disease. 

Egypt: A 15,000-acre desert west of Alexan- 
dria is being reclaimed for forage by the starv- 
ing flocks of Bedouin tribesmen. 

Saudi Arabia: Geologists are locating new un- 
derground water resources, and fiscal experts 
have helped set up a banking system. 

Iran: Livestock stations have been established 
for the improvement of stock breeds, and local 
agricultural agents are being trained to teach 
methods of better crop production. 

Afghanistan: Roads are being built that will 
connect landlocked farm areas with markets; 
dams for irrigation and power are promising 
greater food supply. 

Pakistan: A factory is being built to produce 
fertilizer at two-thirds of the present cost. 

India: 16,500 villages with a population of 
11,000,000 are participating in rural develop- 
ment projects to increase food production, pro- 
vide potable water, teach reading and writing 
and devise better tools for village workshops. 


These are only a sampling of the fine work ~ 


that has been done all over the world by 
American technicians whose mission is not to 
dispense dollars but to impart knowledge and 
skills. Most of the co-operating governments 
match or exceed the American expenditure. 

In every case, American aid is limited both 
in sum and in time, and the objective is to train 
natives of the assisted country to take over. The 
2000-odd American specialists now overseas are 
balanced by nearly 3000 promising young people 
now in this country or elsewhere for training 
in their specialties. 

Point IV is just beginning to show results. To 
cut it off now would be a national—and a world 
—tragedy. As against the billions being spent 
to meet the threat of Communism in areas where 
it has become an open menace to our security, 
the relatively small sums. spent on technical aid 
strike at the sources of Communism and unrest. 


Helping underdeveloped countries raise their 
living standards by their own efforts is like fire 
prevention: to stop the fire before it starts is 
safer than trying to put it out afterwards. 

The Eisenhower Administration has set “en- 
lightened self-interest” as the goal of foreign 
policy. Its attitude toward technical aid, yet to 
be defined, will go far to demonstrate how 
much enlightenment there is in the formula. 
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Where the Votes Come From 

The surprising turnout at the polls last No- 
vember—62.5 per cent of the nation’s eligible 
voters as compared to only 51 per cent when 
Harry Truman upset Tom Dewey and the ex- 
perts—has been interpreted as an encouraging 
sign for the future of democracy. And to a 
marked degree it is. 

The higher percentage of citizens who per- 
formed their duty last fall reversed a trend of 
many years, and this was.as it should have been. 
But how encouraging is it when only 24.3 per 
cent of the eligibles voted in Mississippi? 

Mississippi's record was the worst in the na- 
tion, according to the AFL News Reporter, but 
in the rest of the South the record was almost as 
bad. Alabama, 24.9 per cent; Arkansas, 37.8; 
Florida, 50; Georgia, 30.8; Louisiana, 40.4; South 
Carolina, 30.7, and so on. Kentucky, where six 
out of every 10 eligibles turned out, made the 
best showing in the South. 

What lifted the national average was the show- 
ing made in 22 other states—all well north of 
the Mason-Dixon line. In these states, better 
than seven citizens in every 10 exercised their 
franchise. 

In Utah, which had the best record in the na- 
tion, almost eight electors in 10—79.6 per cent 
—cast ballots. Missouri, with a turnout of 71.2 
per cent, stood twenty-first in the list of states, 
which leaves a good deal of room for improve- 
ment. Perhaps next time Missourians will do 
as well as Illinois, which turned out a relatively 
high 75.1 per cént, 
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Ifs and Buts on Farm Policy 


If you want to know where I stand, I will 
tell you right now. Here and now, without 
any “ifs” or “buts,” I say to you that I stand 
behind—and the Republican party stands 

* behind—the price support laws now on the 
books, including the amendment to continue 
through 1954 the price supports on basic 

commodities at 90 per cent of parity... . I 

firmly believe that agriculture is entitled to

And a fair share is not merely 90 per cent of 

parity—but full parity.* 

These words from President Eisenhower’s cam- 
paign speech at Kasson, Minn., had quite a 
different ring from Secretary of Agriculture 
Benson's first stated views on farm policy, 

Mr. Benson, at his first press conference, re- 
duced Gen. Eisenhower’s warm sentiments to a 
mild “hope” that the farmer would find 100 per 
cent parity in the free market. 

If. the farmer did, there would be no problem 
for the Government to concern itself with. But 
the farmer often does not. Within the last year 
he has not received 100 per cent parity for 
wheat, corn, eggs, milk, butter, turkeys, cotton 
and tobacco, and the list seems likely to grow. 
The question is what the Government shall do 
when Mr. Benson’s pious hope is not fulfilled. 

On this point, Mr. Benson shows himself a 
much less ardent friend of 90 per cent price 
supports: than Gen. Eisenhower was last fall. 
When he says price supports should provide in- 
surance against disaster, but should not build 
up continuing surpluses and subsidies, he sounds 
exactly like those who favor a sliding scale of 
supports from 90 per cent down to 75 or 60 
per cent of parity. 

If this is Mr. Benson's position, we think he 
may be right. High and rigid price supports, 
except in wartime or other emergencies, tend to 
freeze production patterns and to prevent the 
shift of agricultural resources to crops the coun-

try really needs. Congress finds it easier to 
keep extending the 90 per cent peg, but some 
day we shall have to face the question of getting 
down off this plateau. 

At any rate a thorough debate of farm policy 
is needed during the next two years, and Mr. 
Benson's opposition to the congressional senti- 
ment for high price supports promises material 
for such a discussion. 
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A Report to Make Public | 

Between the nominating conventions last July 
and the election in November, two Senators 
made an official senatorial inspection of over- 
seas defense installations, including those of 
SHAPE, of which Dwight D. Eisenhower was 
the first commander. 

These two Senators were Russell Long, Demo- 
crat of Louisiana, and Wayne Morse, then a 
Republican now an independent of Oregon. 
Neither is now a member of the Senate Armed 
Services Committee. Senator Morse was pushed 
off by the Republicans in retaliation for his bolt 
from the G.O.P. ticket in the presidential election. 
Senator Long got off the -committee to make 
a place for Senator Symington of Missouri, as a 
former Air Force Secretary. 

The report of these Senators is in the Hands 
of the committee. It has been given a “secret” 
classification by the chairman, Senator Salton- 
Stall of Massachusetts. But when it will be made 
public—or if there is even a plan to make’ it 
public—has not been announced. Currently it 
is being screened for “defense secrets.” 

This calls to mind the report of the Lyndon 
Johnson subcommittee investigating defense mat- 
ters which was put under wraps months ago. 
The intent of these official investigations and 
reports is to advise the people as to what is 
happening to the money they pay through taxes. 

If the Long-Morse report describes any vital 
military .secrets it should be possible to take 
them out in a matter of a few hours. An Admin- 
istration dedicated, as President Eisenhower put 
it, to giving our nation “maximum safety at 
minimum cost,” should be quick to let the public 
know just what an official Senate subcommittee 
found about waste in military spending abroad.

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Opposition That Is Constructive 

Eight.Democratic Senators have demonstrated 
how to provide a constructive opposition in Con- 
gress for the benefit of the majority party in 
power as well as for the country as a whole. 
They have joined in sponsoring a change in 
the rules which would bring the filibuster under 
reasonable control. 

The proposal of these Senators would provide 
for cloture—the shutting off of speeches for 
purposes of delay—in two situations. In a na- 
tional emergency debate could be halted after 
two days by a two-thirds vote of the Senators. 
Lacking a national emergency, debate could be 
halted by a majority vote but only after the 
issue had been on the floor for 15 days. Also 
each Senator would be permitted one hour of 
debate time. 

The obvious purpose of this change is to 
break the minority control which now exists. It 
is not necessary to indorse the precise details 
of the plan in order to say that these Senators 
are working in the right direction. 

Constituents of the eight Senators will be in- 
terested to know who they are. Here are their 
names: Hennings of Missouri, Douglas of Illi- 
nois, Humphrey of Minnesota, Lehman of New 
York, Magnuson of Washington, Pastore of 
Rhode Island and Neely and Kilgore of West 
Virginia.

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Start for an Excellent Idea 

Arthur E. Larson, a Republican member of 
the Illinois State Senate, has introduced a bill 
that should become law at Springfield. It should 
also spur some Missouri legislator to introduce a 
similar measure at Jefferson City. 

Senator Larson's bill would eliminate separate 
party ballots in primaries and thus remove the 
necessity for the voter to declare himself a Re- 
publican or Democrat. Under this bill the voter 
would receive a blanket primary ballot, contain- 
ing all party columns. Within the privacy of 
the voting booth, the citizen would then select 
the column of the party in whose primary he 
wished to participate. A major part of the 
secrecy of a primary ballot is gone the minute a 
voter must declare a party affiliation. For that 
reason alone thousands of citizens stay away 
from primaries—which often are more important 
than the subsequent election. 

Senators Gray of St. Clair county and Mueller 
of Madison and Bond counties owe it to their 
constituents to -get behind Senator . Larson’s 
excellent bill. Since there is nothing whatever 
experimental about the blanket primary ballot, 
Missouri State Senators and Representatives 
should have no hesitation about taking up the

A British Reaction to Mr. Dulles

Conservative London journal criticizes first statement of new 
a Secretary of State; asks why Britain should join Europe federation 
when America is aloof; wonders about “reconsideration” of U.S, 
policy; if it means leader of alliance may quit, threat is harmful.

Allowance must be made for the fact 
that Mr. John Foster Dulles, in his first 
broadcast speech as Secretary of State, 
was speaking to his own public. Western 
Europe formed only a comparatively small 
part of what he had to say, and some of 
the other passages—in particular, the clear- 
cut declaration that “we will not try to 
meet the Soviet strategy of encirclement 
by ourselves starting a war”’—will have a 
reassuring effect. But in the European 
section of the broadcast there are three 
strands which will cause alarm on this side 
of the Atlantic. 


The first of these was his apparent ele- 
vation of “European unity” (by which it 
was clear he meant organic federal unity) 
to the position of being the major objec- 
tive of American policy in this continent. 
“The United States,” 
he said, “has made a 
big investment in 
Western Europe on 
the theory that there 
would be more unity 
there.” 

This is a strange 
oversimplificati o n. 
Hitherto the Euro- 
pean publics have 
been under the im- 
pression that the 
Marshall Plan and 
assistance under the 
Mutual Security Act 
*have been designed 
to strengthen’ the 
ability of Europe and Britain to recover 
from the last war, to withstand Commu- 
nism and to play their part in the North 
Atlantic Alliance. 


Mr. Dulles seemed to be saying that, it 
is “unity” itself, not the purpose that unity 
was intended ‘to serve, that is now the 
object of American policy, for he went on 
to say that “if France, Germany and Eng- 
land should go their separate ways, then 
certainly it would be necessary to give a 
little re-thinking to America’s own foreign 
policy in relation to Western Europe.. 

The penalty of a “re-thinking” of Amer- 
ican policy is apparently to be exacted 
even if the European nations redouble 
their efforts to meet the Communist men- 
ace, so long as their efforts do not follow 
the prescribed federal channel. Mr. Dul- 
les must not be surprised if Europeans 
inquire what the real object of the policy 
is, to use the EDC to ward off the Commu- 
nist threat or to use the Communist threat

to re-make Europe in America’s federal 
image? 

Secondly, there was the assumption—by 
inference rather than by specific statement 
—that, in this matter of unity, Britain is 
in exactly the same position as France and 
Germany, If it is Mr. Dulles’ policy to 
force Britain into full membership of a 
West European federation, then Mr. Dul- 
les’ policy will fail. Neither in trade nor 
in strategy nor in political affections does 
the United Kingdom regard itself as being 
exclusively, or even mainly, a European 
country. 

Indeed, in most of these matters Britain 
seems to its own citizens to be much more 
in the position of the United States itself 
than in that of Germany or Italy or even 
France or Belgium, and this leads them 
to wonder why it should be so immoral 
for them to want to stay out of something 
that the moraliser himself has never had 
any intention of joining. There is no 


~ charee whatever of persuading the British 


public to become full members of any 
federation which the United States itself 
and the other members of the Common- 
wealth do not propgse to join. 


Thirdly, Europeans cannot but be dis- 
turbed by the mere fact that it is possible 
for the Secretary of State to talk of a 
reconsideration of American policy in 
Europe. 
from this but that the United States’ inter- 
est in Europe, far from representing one 
facet of a world-wide determination to 
check Communism, is a conditional favor 
conferred on the Europeans, and liable to 
be withdrawn? 

Who is talking neutralism now? There 
is absolutely no question that America is 
the leader in the alliance of the free na- 
tions. But in this particular alliance a 
threat by the leader to quit is likely to 
produce the opposite of the effect desired. 
Nothing will break the alliance more swift- 
ly than an assumption of moral superiority 
by any of its members. 

It would be a mistake to take one 
speech too seriously. Mr. Dulles was just 
trying to convince his countrymen that the 
State Department, so much attacked and 
suspected, is now in firm hands. But dem- 
ocracy is a system of government built 
upon talk; so are alliances of democracies. 

When a Secretary of State talks he can- 
not talk to his countrymen alone, There 
are always eayesdroppers. And careless 
ag do as much harm in cold war as

Fifteen-year-old Sammy Tyler 
of Eldorado, Ill, the. nation’s 
3,000,000th active Boy Scout was 
one of the 13. 

Eisenhower looked at Sammy, 
the smallest Scout in the group, 
and said with a grin: “What are 
you here for?” 

Sammy replied: “We're here to 
see the President.” . 

And with their self-conscious- 
ness removed by this exchange, 
the Scouts lined up for a picture 
with the President. 

The report to Eisenhower 
showed that last year Scouts: 

Collected more than 1,000,000 
pounds of clothing for worthy 
causes. 

Worked with Civil Defense 
authorities in learning rescue 
techniques.

Speedy 8-Year-Old 


By Frances Ilg, M.D., and Louise Bates, Ph.D. 


Of the Gesell Institute of Child Development. 
T HE 8-year-old has been described by us (in “The Child 


From Five to Ten,” by Gesell and Ilg) as expansive, speedy 

and evaluative. Do these adjectives describe your own 
8-year-old, or if you haven't one, those of your acquaintances? 

In our experience, the 8-year-old is in nearly all ways more 
expansive than his 7-year-old self. In fact, one writer has 
described him as unable to stay out of contact with any aspect 
of his environment. He covers much ground and he is “into 
everything.” 

x * * 

HIS EXPANSIVENESS is not merely physical. He not only 
covers more ground in the neighborhood, and takes up more 
room in the house, but his intellectual interests widen as well 
to include people and things far away. Indians, Pilgrims and 
Eskimos, for example, take the place of the earlier groter, 
policeman and fireman, so interesting to many second-graders. 
He shows more interest in all sorts of foreign people and 
places than he did when younger. 

With his speediness, he not only covers much ground 
(both physically and intellectually) but covers it very rapidly. 

And with his evaluativeness he tends, when finished wigs 
a project or plan, to be extremely self-critical and seemingly 
displeased with his own product. (This displeasure may be real 
and despairing, or it may, in some instances, be merely a bid 
for reassurance and praise.) 

x * * 

WHAT TO DO with this expansive, speedy, self-evaluative 
creature—besides enjoy him? 

First of all, you might try handling him with more speed, 
and permit him to proceed at his own rapid pace. You may 
note Miat he bolts his food. For a little while it may do him 
no great harm. And if you give him a direction; he is off like 
a flash without waiting to check on all the details. It is hard 
for Eight to wait. And his short cuts often take more than 
the.direct route would have required. 

Provide new projects and new physical fields to conquer 


for Eight. Let him get away, explore new places, travel if 
possible. Don't try to keep him too close to home. He loves 
adventures. 

And help him with his self-evaluation. 

He says: “Hey! What's the matter with me! Am slip- 
ping or something?”.... “I'm terrible. I always get everything 
wrong!” ... “I’m not a good drawer!” 


. Don't enpick that all his evaluations will make sense or be 

entirely accurate—but realize that making such evaluations is 
important to him and help him to bring them to increasing 
accuracy. And then give him clues and hints as to how he 
may actually improve.

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| Here's How fo Trim Your Meat Budget 


There Are Over 200 Different Cuts: “ ailable to Help Combine Thrift, Variety

HEREVER homemakers 
WV sather — in markets, P.-T A. 
meetings, or over the canasta 
table—the conversation usually 
turns to the high cost of meats. 
It is true meat takes a king-size 
portion of the food budget. But 


it is also true that, with a little © 


thought and study, the meat bill 
frequently can be trimmed more 
than you realize. 

This doesn’t mean your family 
must be condemned to monoto- 
nous meals of the _ so-called 
“economy cuts.” But it does mean 
two things: that you must learn 
how to get the most from every 
piece of meat you put into your 
market basket, and that you must 
become acquainted with some of 
the less-known cuts. 

Actually, according to the Na- 
tional Live Stock and Meat 
Board, a non-profit organization 
which has done. extensive re- 
search and educational work on 
the wise selection, use and proper 
preparation of meat, there are 
more than 200 different cuts of 
meat—enough to serve a differ- 
ent meat every day for months. 
And yet surveys show that the 
average homemaker is familiar 
with only about 20. 

If you would like to score your- 
self, take time right now to write 
down every cut of meat you cus- 
tomarily serve your family. Sub- 
tract the total from 200—and you 
will discover your “meat poten- 
tial” for future meals. The more 
you learn about the meats which 
are unfamiliar to you, the more 
variety you can introduce into 
your meals and,,in many cases, 
the more moffey yo! can save. ~ 

Don't be bashful about asking 
your meat dealer for advice. If 
you see a cut of meat you don’t 
recognize, ask him what it is. 
Study illustrated meat charts; 
study cook books to learn how 
to cook each cut so that it may 
be enjoved at its flavorful best. 
You may find that you have dis- 
covered a fascinating hobby as 
well as a money-saving one. And 
remember many a culinary repu- 
tation has been built upon excel- 
lently prepared \ budget « meat 
dishes. 

With proper cooking (and do 
experiment a little with the use 
of seasonings such as herbs and 
various peppers in your meat 
cookery) some of the less-demand- 
ed cuts may be quite as delicious 
as those more commonly used.

XAMPLES of cuts of meats 
F wien are too often passed by 

are beef short ribs, beef blade 
pot-roasts, beef shank cross-quts, 
lamb and veal breasts, lamb shoul- 
der chops, lamb shanks, pork 
shoulder steaks, pork blade loin 
roasts and pork Boston butts. 

The next time yeu are in the 
meat market compare the price 
of lamb shoulder chops with that 
of lamb loin chops. You will 
find the savings well worth while, 
Both type chops may be broiled, 
and both have the same fine 
flavor. 

What could be more delicious 
than broiled lamb.choplets? Yet 
they may be made from lamb 
breast—a classic economy cut. To 
make them, first cut a pocket at 
the end of a breast of lamb. Stuff 
with ground lamb (use the flank 
shank, neck, etc.) Sew or skewer 
the lamb breast at the open end, 
then make the choplets by slicing 
between the ribs. Broil them 
just as you would chops—by plaec- 
ing on a rack two to three inches 
from the heat, broiling until 
brown, then turning and brown- 
ing on the second side. Eighteen 
minutes cooking time -should be 
about right. 

Lamb riblets also are a tempt- 
ing dish which can be made from 
a breast of lamb. ‘Your market 
man removes the breast bone, cuts 
down between the ribs—and there 
you have the meaty riblets. Brown 
them thoroughly, add a well-sea- 
soned barbecue sauce, cover and 
cook slowly for one to one and a 
half hours. 

Another money-saving trick is 
to ask your market’man to grind 
boneless stew meat in place of 
round steak for hamburgers and 
meat loaves. You needn't feel you 
are sacrificing any food value by 
d4his thrift trick, since extensive 
research has’ proved that pound 
for pound of lean and fat there 
is no appreciable difference in 
the nutritional value of any one 
cut of meat as compared with 
another from the same carcass. 

Furthermore, round steak is so 
lean that it needs extra fat 
ground with it for flavor and 
juiciness, whereas this seldom is? 
necessary when. grinding stew 
meat. 

All you need is a good, sharp 
knife with which to do a meat- 
cutting job right in your own 
kitchen on a pot-roast. Instead 
of asking your meat dealer to. 
cut a pot-roast in half, as fre-

On Power Failure. 
N spite of the best efforts of 
various and sundry persons, the 
electric power does go off now 
and again.’ Most of us just sit 
back when it does and let things 
ride along until it comes back on. 
Next time your power goes off, 
turn off or disconnect all appli- 
ances such as oil burners, ranges, 
washing machines, refrigerators, 
and leave them off until you are 
certain that the power has been 


: completely restored. 


You can tell when your power 
is okay just by noticing any elec- 
tric light in the house. If the bulb 
is as bright as it usually is and 
does not flicker or go on and off 
at frequent intervals the chances 
are that the power is normal and 


* you can turn on your appliances. 


The reason for not leaving the 
appliances gn while the power fs 
off is that when the service is put 
back into operation there is often 
a period when it is very intermit- 
tent and sometimes slightly under 
the usual voltage. 


Several kinds of oil burners, for 
example, are especially vulnerable 
to intermittent power for this will 
often cause excessive oil to collect 
in the burner without the proper 
ignition.

Heart Disease 
By Glen R. Shepherd, M.D. 


O you have some ideas about heart disease that cause you 

worry when you faint, feel pains in your chest, or have 

other symptoms? Many people do have false ideas that 
cause them needless concern, Let’s look at some of these 
notions and see what the facts are. 

Fainting is not a sure sign of heart disease. Actually, it’s 
caused by temporary lack of sufficient blood and oxygen in the 
brain. Shocking news, the sight of blood, seeing a gruesome 
accident, or pain can cause fainting in people with perfectly 
norma! hearts. 

Temporary changes in the circulation, with fainting, can 
come from just prolonged standing without moving. The blood 
collects in the legs instead of being moved back through the 
body by muscular massage of the veins, as happens when you 
move a little. 

xk * * 

PAIN “OVER THE HEART” is not a sure sign of heart 
disease. In the first place, the heart isn't in the left side of 
the chest, where most people locate heart pain. Often little 
twinges are not related to the heart at all but are chest wall 
pains, " 

Real heart pains may be confused with “gas pains” because 
both are felt as pressure or tightness in the center of the chest. 
Only your doctor can tell whether constricting or pressure 
feelings in the center of the chest are due to heart disease, or 
to something else. 

Heart murmurs and palpitation are not sure signs of heart 
disease. Murmurs can and do occur in perfectly healthy hearts. 
Other murmurs indicate heart disease. Your doctor can tell 
the difference, by using other physical findings and the X-ray. 

Nervous people with normal hearts notice palpitation, or a 
consciousness of the heart beats. People with perfectly normal 
hearts sometimes hear the heart beat at night with their ear 
pressed against the pillow. Such sounds need not mean heart 
disease. Consulting your doctor when you are concerned about 
your heart is the wisest course and may entirely banish your 
fear that the old pump isn’t working right. 


x * * 

NOR IS HEART DISEASE brought on by “high living.” 
Healthy hearts are not affected by moderate smoking or drink- 
ing. The idea that over-indulgence—whether in drink, to- 
bacco, daily work or night life—causes heart disease, probably 
arises from the true observation that these can increase heart 
disease. But the heart disease comes first. Strenuous hours 
with little sleep, large hearty meals, pronounced overweight, 
and other such habits can make heart disease worse. They 
aren't the initial cause. 

Obesity often brings out hidden weakness in the heart. 
Overweight acts on the heart just as does a tight brake on a 
motor, putting on an extra load. Brakes can burn out motors, 
and obesity can overload hearts until they fail, too. 

Diseases of the heart and blood vessels do not necessarily 
prevent those afflicted from earning a living in a suitable job. 
Many forms of heart disease do not mean invalidism or a rock- 
ing chair existence. 

Your own physician, who knows the extent of your dis- 
ability, can advise you who have heart disease of the many 
things you can do and the few you must not do. 
jump to the conclusion you have heart disease because of a 
symptom or two, and then worry about it. See your doctor 
and find out the facts. They may be much more cheering than 
you expect.
